INDUSTRIAL USES OF ALCOHOL. 


The production of industrial alcohol was urged 
yesterday afternoon by Mr. Robert N. Tweedy 
¢ a general meeting of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mr. M. J. Minch, President, who occupied the 
chair, stated that the manufacture of industrial 
alcohol was beihg carried-on in Germany, where

If in Ireland they had one-quarter of 

t number, it would be of great advantage 
to the country. 

Mr. Tweedy emphasised the need for awaken- 
ing the whole neiion to the folly of maintain- 
ing the obsolete laws and regulations which 
alone prevented the land being utilised as the 
perennial reservoir of a fuel which was vital to 
our supremacy as a commercial nation. Foreign 
nations—Germany in articular, where between 
7,000 and 8,000 small agricultural distilleries 
were at work—bad produced it in immense 
quantities, to their great advanta abd with- 
out detriment to the revenue nó potable 
spirits, although all those nations suffered at 
one time fram restrictions similar to those which 

us eo gravely, That handicap was 


a | omy ye 
never felt so bitterly as at this moment, and 


for that reagon the present time was favourable 
for pressing ‘the demand for the immediate re- 
form of the laws which were responsible. The 
world demand for solid and liquid fuel was 
Swelling at an inconceivably quick rate, while 
the world’s stores of naturally deposited fuel, 
like coal and petroleum, were decreasing at 
exactly the same rate The production of 
alcohol for industrial use at such a price that it 
could compete with imported liquid fuel, or at 
fuch a price that it could enable our chemical 
industries to compete successfully with German 
products, was impossible under existing condi- 
tions. It was our duty to have the present 


anachronisms swept away. It was the business 
of everyone who had the welfare of the country 
at heart to conserve the finite stores of de- 
posited fuels by the creation of now supplies, 
which would be available as long as human life 
existed. There was a pressing need for the 
teform of our Excise laws, and the initiative 
should come from the people. When the Go- 
vernment was approached on the matter, the 
reply was that the farmer could not grow any 


crops cheaply enough, so that the law might as 
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well remain as at present. His contention was 
that the Government had no right to push asice 
the real question in that way. DThe Government 
should mako it possible for the distiller to use 
the crops to the best advantage, and the farmer 
would settle the question of production. 
Directly the laws were relaxed, as they had been 
in the United States during the last few years, 
the distillers who were now in business would 
be able to increases their output enormously, 
with very little new capital expenditure, and in 
the course of the next ten or twenty years the 
country ought to be full of agriculfural dis 
tilleries, owned. a ipplied, and worked by groups 
of farmers. We did not find the Germans losing 
many opportunity to keep their people on the 
land to develop previously unproductive land. 
and to more commodity their 
resources. Without 
German transport service would 
paralysed in 1914-16. Ireland was 
country above all in these islands which 
would benefit most by the success of tha move 
ment.
